On a trans-Canada organising mis¬ 
sion. J. Harry Flynn arrived In Vic¬ 
toria y e sterday afternoon and will 
ap e ak to ex-soldiers, sailors and 
civilians nt the Pontages Theatre on 
Sunday evening on tho need for a 
political organisation of returned 
soldiers and th* objects which will 
be attainable by such action. 

Aa president of tbe I’nlted Vet¬ 
erans' League Mr. Flynn waa the 
ventre of much of the agitation which 
has bee n carried on In the Eastern 
Provtnoe* In favor of Increasing the 
pensions paid to wkftows, orphans 
and cripples. 

When tho I'nited Veterans* League 
and the Grand Army of Canada ahull- 
gamated last April under the presi¬ 
dency of Major William Morrison. 
Mr. Flynn was relea s ed for organisa¬ 
tion work, and haa since been speak¬ 
ing In practically every city of over 
population throughout Canada. 

Interviewed at the Empress Hotel 
this morning by. The Times, Mr. 
Flynn outlined the programme of the 
Grand Army of the United Veterans 
as follows: 

Felitiee Osiy 7asscss« 

“On# thing la sura, the returned 
man will not get fair treatment from 
the Government without political 
action. The Grand Army haa there¬ 
fore been organised tn order that the 
returned men and their friends may 
present a substantial front whenever 
they make representations to th* 
Government or to political candidates 
at elections." said Mr. Flynn. 

“Understand me clearly, the Grand 
Army la not proposing to atari a re¬ 
turned soldiers' party. We are or¬ 
ganising a power, emphatically not a 
party. We plan to draw up proposals 
aa to public questions which shall 
receive our support. We will submit 
these proposals to Governments and 
candidates. Those who accept our 
piut(orm and pledge themselves to 
work slncerel/ for their passage, will I 
receive our solid support, nu metier 
what party they may r * pres e nt 
Rhoutd we be unable to secure satis¬ 
factory pledges from the, regular 
party candidates, we purpose naming 
independent candidates to run. That 
la the full extent to which the Grand 
Army may be described as a political 
party, and no further. 

Want Ideal* Realised. 

“Our proposals a re simple Indeed. 
We are not merely preparing to speak 
for the returned soldier. We are 
planning for the common people of 
Canada. All Canada fought the war. 
The boys at the front worked for 
Ideals, the worker* at home slaved 
to muaittoa them with the asm*} 
ideals, “Liberty, justice, and no class 
legislation'' la our motto. These 
were tbe Ideals we kept in sight aa 
coming when the war days had 
passed, and now we want them and 
ara organising to get them.

General of the Province of British 
Columbia, In sn address to tbs mem¬ 
bers of the Real Estate Excbang* at 
s luncheon yeeterdejf afternoon, out¬ 
lined some important considerations 
in the registering of titles in this 
1 To vines. He emphasised the fact 
that land registration was not a mere 
form, but an agreement amounting 
to an oath sworn^as in an affidavit 
or any other legal document of s like 
nature. . 

The present Land Registry Act was 
virtually the system In vogue In 
Australia some sixty years ago, he 
continued, which was originated by 
Sir Robert 8. Torrens in South 
Australia, being enacted In this 
Province in 1174. This system was 
very different to that the mere 
registration of deeds, which is still 
in vogue in msrur parte, the speaker 
averred. Up to July of last y—r the 
registration of absolute till— wee 
aleo In effect. Then aa order-ln- 
council closed the books to absolute 
titles, and now land must be dealt 
with under the provisions of the 
Land Registry Act before an applica¬ 
tion for registration will be con¬ 
sidered by the department, be ex¬ 
plained. He believed further that the 
system had treated a much needed 
improvement, ax the department now 
guaranteed in effect every title 
certificate Issued. 

Indefeasible Titles. 

Indefeasible title— were unassali¬ 
able, continued Mr Btarpoole. and an 
assurance fund had been created to 
take care of anyone that lost out 
aa a result of a title dispute under 
the new regulations. The Regtetrar- 
(itmrrni emphasised the importance 
of absolute accuracy in applies lions 
for titl—. and went on to tell of the 
results of careless worded statements 
In that connection. “You are dealing 
with a statute, be warned them, and 
told that the department was going 
to adhere to the very letter of the 
law in future, though It might cause 
trouble In certain ream 

Brevity, he reminded his auditors, 
was s cardinal point, and suggested 
information supplied along the lines 
of letter of deeignatlon. sub-division, 
lot number, block, section, district, 
and what was often forgotten but 
quits essential—the number of the 
map He stated thet changes must 
be reswom to become effective with 
the department. 

Payment ef Texes. 

That article In the Act that stated 
that all tax— must b« paid up before 
registration was granted eras not 
generally understood, and In fact 
most of the troubles of the land 
registry department rams under this 
head, averred the speaker, and again 
warned the members of the Realty 
Exchange that they were deeding 
with the Act and not with the man.
